"In order that the pupll^teachors are able to teach 
drafts in schools effectively, It is essential that the 
teacher training institutions should give serious attention 
to the teaching of crofts# Beside© proficiency In craft

A new ora has started with India*s attainment of 
Independence in 1947, Basic education has been accepted 
as th© pattern of elementary education and schools are 
being gradually converted to this pattern. At th© 
secondary stage also efforts to Introduce craft work have 
boon intensified, Th© success of such educational 
programme largely depends up on the quality of teacher© 
trained and It is th© responsibility of th© teacher 
training Institutions to prepare qualified teachers# 

Thus crafts form an integral part of the elementary 
teacher education run on basic pattern# ’"1th the imple¬ 
mentation of this programme at th© primary many training 
institutions were established to prepare the teachers with 
the technological aspect# There had been a rapid progress

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The history of educational expansion in Delhi Is 
a fascinating story of collaboration between the metro¬ 
politan population’s desir© for quality of education and 
the departments to provide it not only to a obooeen. few 
but to every school going child* From a very dim beginning 
in 1906 when the first high school was opened one can 
witness today the amazing spectacle of nearly 1800 schools 
of all eat'’gorier, vtth about 7 lakhs of students on tholy 
rolls* Out of the higher secondary schools as many as 
249 are run by the government itself* Most of the phenomenal 
increase has taken place during the last ten years# 

There arc at present two Elementary Teacher Training 
Institutions run by the Directorate of education* Delhi 
Adnsinistration f one at Darya Onni for v o mm candidates and 
the other at m Allpur for male candidate©* Host of the 
teachers in the territory are trained* Besides this the 
Government of India have arranged with the authorities of 
the Narnia Millie Islamia for the training of teachers for 
basic schools. It was & small institution admitting only 
about 80 students each year and offering only a Diploma 
Course, Later on it has been developed into a centre of 
learning providing various faculties of arts and crafts.

CHAPTER. XX 


In the preceding chapter an attempt was made in 
explaining the problem* the need for the investigation 
objectives of the study and the various aspects of the 
technical terms for a clear understanding of the report* 

In this chapter a discussion wilt be mad© about the 
related literature of the past researches* 'this will 
through a light on the present study* 

Quite a number of researcher have been made In 
the field of basic education throughout the country* 
Various Committees appointed by the government of India 
have reported the prevailing system of craft education 
and suggested the retaeUal measures from time to time* The 
state governments also paid much attention in appointing 
such committees to suggest the suitable plane in their 
regard* !;MXe explaining the importance of craft a ref¬ 
erence was mad® about some of these committees in the 
first chapter* Th© Post-graduate students of education 
have also made related studies either as a part or towards 
the partial fulfilment of the M.E4# Degree or for th© 
Doctoral purposes. Xhe following, are th© Dissertations 
submitted by some of the* 1 for the Master of Degree In 
E<lucatlon f Delhi university.

Adopting the "thuratones technique the investigator 

of the above first report administered the questionnaire on 

the boys of senior basics schools of Delhi* He arrived at 

the following conclusions:- 

1* the boys of senior basic schools of Delhi have 
positive attitude towards the crafts, spinning® 
weaving* agriculture and the '.rood work* 

2* i-Jood work is the most liked craft than the other 
crafts# 

3* Inspite of the unsatisfactory arrangements for 

teaching of crafts the positive attitude of boys 
towards these crafts is of great significance*12 

The other study regarding the position of agriculture 

as a craft is confined to the Training Colleges of India 

at the University level - Adopting the questionnaire and 

interview techniques the investigator has pointed out in 

hi® conclusions that* 

1# In most of the Institutions the teachers of 
agriculture ore tow-qualified * 

2# They have no experience of teaching in schools 

and apparently do not fulfil the requisite quali¬ 
fications for appointment# 

3* Some colleges have only a few hundred square yards 
of farm area in imparting practical skills* 

4* Colleges ar© poorly equipped in respect of 
agricultural implements* 

5# Com© institutions do not have examination in 
theory of agriculture*

Those sfcMtee were mad© on several directions on 
on© or two aspects and therefore did not aim to study the 
Implementation side of craft programmes* Similar researches 
were made at the various universities at the various levels 
and areas* Chrlrson Tfarayana* the former Planning Commission 
Member * writes in n on education* 

There is scope for endless experiments in basic 
education* 1 will not litre any kind of rigidity In imparting 
of basic education* ’■Very area* every village will be 
different and basic education should be imparted according 
to the need environment and other available opportunities in 
those areas* For instance one village will be suitable for 
imparting education through spinning and weaving an another 
village through oil crushing* Bona atcrotypod training 
everywhere is no good* 

thus It is evident **rom the above statement that 
the study of researches differ from place to place according 
the sultablity of the environment. The Department of 
Baal© Education*National Council of Educational Research 
and Training made a study of «Craft education In Indian 
S oh a 0 1 s? ” dur l ng the year 1961* This being a study of nation 
wld© given a pct± broad picture of the country* A national 
conference of principles of Post-graduate Basic Training

Central Institute of Education* 
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Colleges and officers ineharg© of Basis education ms 
hold In the yean 1986 to re-examine the basic education* 
They reviewed the position of craft work and recommended ** 

the simplest stages of craft work should start 
from the first grade just as in th© case of any other 
subjects in the curriculum. It should bo borne in mind 
that crafts are introduced in the basic schools for 
educating th© child by developing certain, attitudes and 
skills along with related knowledge - craft work should 
be pursued with tbnee ends in view*14 

Dr*G*S.Gubba Rao has submitted a similar study 
on n Practice of Basic Education in Andhra Pradesh’ 9 for 
his Doctoral degree to Baroda Bhlvorslty, Th© following 
arc findings of his study - 

The Basic Training schools did not prove much 
different from normal schools duo to certain defects 
In planning and excution* The mechanical aspect of 
the craft was much emphasised* 

Graft programme could not be made successful due 
to dearth of teachers properly trained in craft work 
defective im-plumonts, lack of accommodation for era 
work and difficulties in the disposal of craft products,16 

Though these inferences are drawn from a study of 
particular state, it gives much ©cop© for th© similar 
studies » 

Regarding th® particular area of Delhi, a research 
study was taken up by Gmt.Madhu Paohori on Tl Grafts suitable 
for urban basic schools of Delhi area*

Actually the teachers were opposed to weaving 
but mostlyit was don© to the provision of leseer 
opportunities of learning other crafts than spinning 
training college and due to their unawareness 
of the knowledge to bring out results of their labour 
in spinning y&r* Teachers loos© all interest in it 
and follow it disinterestedly* Because firstly they 
have no training in weaving. S econdly they do not got 
technical guidance from the supervisory staff* 


no choice left for the pupil teachers to 
opt for the craft of their own choice. 


The training college© are not taking any stop© in 
follow-up* The teachers are not made perfect in the 
craft they learn* 


Further the studies Indicates that*** 

a series of studies* are to bo conducted* The 
first important study will bo a survey for knowing the 
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present position of teaching crafts in the 
schools of Delhi* This survey will possibly 
rancor great help in revising the present 
syllabus of elomonWaity schools in Delhi 
Municipal Corporation and Delhi "directorate 
of Dlucation according to the urban nature 
of the schools of Delhi,IS 


It iff evident from the above studies that there is 
an urgent neeorr.ity of knowing the position of teaching 
crafts in tho particular area of Delhi, is the success of 
those programmes denend upon the nnality of teachers 
employed in the school, there- is again a necessity to 
find out the position of craft education at the elementary 
teacher training institutions. This is an opportunity 
for the present Investigator to take such a study particularly 
in Delhi area#

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having highly qualified staff in every area of craft 
work® The present craft instructor of apiculture craft 
is working for the last 13 years® At Hi pur, a graduate 
In agriculture is employed* TIo doubt the personnel in 
this field are sufficiently qualified and well experienced* 
The other institutions did not provide this craft in 
their programme® Therefore, the question deep not arise*

CHAPTER - IV 


In the foregoing chapter an attempt was made to 
present the general picture of the institutions in relation 
to the organisational structure of the craft programmes* 

In this chapter a critical discussion will ba made on 
several aspects of these programmes and its implementation 
In a systematic order* 

A* Time Devoted to Craft * "orb 

First and foremost it Is essential to know the 
weightage given to craft work in terras of time* Th© syllabal 
of the three Institutions did not mention any specific time 
to be devoted on various crafts* The Directorate of 
Education, Delhi Administration indicated on© hour twenty 
minutes (weekly) to be devoted In case of weaving craft 
only* Regarding the other crafts it does not prescribe 
any specification of time allotment* Of course, it Is 
left out to th© Hoads of the Institutions to arrange 
according to th© administrative facilities keeping in view 
the weigh tag© given to the crafts In curriculum* It is 
sometimes felt by the educationists M not mentioning th© 
time to be devoted to th© different subjects in the 
curriculum might prove to be a healthy tradition since it 
left sufficient freedom to the teachers to us© their 
direction and utilize th© time necessary for different areas 
depending on the length of th© course, resourcefulness 
of the teachers and th® rate of learning by th© pupils* 
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1Q 

pupils,' 1 The report of the Committee to evolve model 
syllabi for elementary teacher education suggested that 
the subsidiary craft should get about half the time that 
the major craft is .given. But it did not mention the 
time to be devoted for major craft# Bet us examine the 
response given by the institutions in the llirtvfc of the 
above recommendation.

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9 hours» In the light of the discussion made in the above 
para no doubt the time devoted in this respect finds 
sufficient attention from the heads of the training 
institutions# The time devoted for the subsidiary craft 
at the Teachers 5 College J&mia Mi Ilia Islamia corresponds 
with the suggestions indicated by the report of the 
Committee referred to above* As the syllabises for the 
other two institutions provides the equal weighing® in 
alloting the marks, they are treated equally in devoting 
the time for each craft* In this respect there is no 
deviation from the above stand point. Regarding the 
periods in a week* sufficient weight a go Is shown in compare 
to the other subjects* For example the provided periods 
in a week for craft are 6 t 4* and 5* more or less the 
periods for the other academic subjects like educational 
psychology* principles of education* social studio© etc* 
are found in the same range# Though a little difference 
appears in the total hours it can be considered as just * 

The above time Includes both the theory and practice. 
The teachers College lamia Ml Hi a Is lamia indicated that 
two hours of time la spent in inparting the theoretical 
knowledge. The response from Darya Ganj indicated the 
time, 2 hours and 30 minutes In a week* The other 
institutions did not mention any specific time devoted 
in this respect* In an interview it is told by one of 
the senior member of the staff that there is no such 
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rigidity about the time allotment* 

According to the needs and intellectual level of 
the pupil teachers the classes and being arranged# But 
this is not a sound In certain programmes.

The syllabai of th-> three institutions clearly 
laid dorm tho temporal quantitative and qualitative 
targets to be achl ved for all crafts. Different crafts 
tend to have targets that differ© for both quantitatively 
and qualitatively. Tho report of the syllabai Committee 
indicated - 

Targets may be laid not so much in terms of 
production, but in terms of skills, and touching shills# 
Student teachers should be permitted to take away results 
of their work by paying loss of raw material. 

The response from the institutions in achieving th© 
targets as prescribed is satisfactory* They did not mention 
any difficulty except in case when a craft teacher is 
transferred without th© arrangement of substitute within 
the reasonable time* 


Provision of Workshops 

Workshops play an important role in developing the 

characteristics of integrated personality* It is the place 
the pupil teachers come together and participate 
where In their work as a community* The success of any 

craft programme mainly depends upon the quality and th© 

facilities provided therein* therefore* it is esential 
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to half© the workshops with adequate facilities to inspire 
the students# The facilities of the workshops provided in 
the institutions are as following*

Out of the throe training institutions teachers' 
college, Jamia Millia, is adequately equipped with proper 
facilities in wood craft, agriculture spinning and weaving* 
Regarding the Home fclence It is not adequate enough» 

At the T*T*I* Borya Ganj, provision has boon made 
only for wood work and Oeom^ntlo Galonce# They are said 
to be adequately equipped with facilites# But regarding 
the other crafts facilities, they are just the class 
rooms* This indicates itself the position of the workshop 
and the facilities provided therein* 

The T#T*I# Allpur adequately equipped with the 
workshops for spinning and weaving, leather and card¬ 
board work* Regarding the others it is already indicated 
about the progress* 

No workshop Is kept open outside the working 
hours of the institution* Regarding the practice of craft 
the response showed that in two of the training institutions 
of Jr mi a Mi Hi a and Allpur the pupil teachers practice 
craft after the school hours. This is not the case at the 
T*T,I,, Barya Ganj* 

Provision of the store rooms are not sufficient 
at Jamia MilUa and Darya fla nU At Alirnir the response 
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Is ' ail 5 in having the sufficient accommodation to keep 
oil the finished goods.

Ivon in metropolitan city like 
Delhi, gardening is adequately planned, kvery place, 

©very office and every school and college pay adequate 
attention to the betterment of this programme* Agricultural 
education has been recommended as part of general education 
by the* Education Commission®

situated in urban areas should given an agri- 
curltura! orientation to their programmes. 

V© do not Intend by this recommendation to 
add to the academic burden. Indeed we ore 
conceived that this does not requrie a special 
agricultural course but only orienting existing: 
courses in general sc I ''nee. biology, social 
studies, mathematics ©to. towards the rural 
environment and the problems facing the Indian 
Community* 

2. Agriculture can be made an important part of work 
experience which we regard as one of the essential 
components of a national system of education. This 
can be made exciting and stimulating to the young 
mind and should not be meaningless drudgery in the 
name of agricultural training, especially in the 
earlier years, leading to a life-long aversion 

to agriculture as a way of life. 

3. A similar orientation towards agriculture should 
be continued In the lover and higher secondary 
stages and should form a part of work experience 

at these levels as well. Science and social studies 
syllabuses should contain elements of agricultural 
and rural problems, 
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4» Appropriate colleges and university facilities 
sohould Include some staff members end. research 
scholars who are interested In the role their 
speciality can play In modernizing agriculture. 
Undergraduate and post graduate courses in 
colleges and universities should also give 
prominence to an orientation to rural and 
agricultural problems. One way to do this 
would, ho to. set so me .papers in arrinuIfeTiml

Supervision is an important aspect of the training 
Institutions® To achieve both the qualitative and quanti¬ 
tative targets In craft work it is essential for close 
supervision of pupil teachers. 

Supervision may be classified into two types - Day 
to day supervision and periodical or occasional supervision,
